Romulus moves forward on fire department

The City of Romulus hired six new firemen 
recently, which city officials said would further 
their goal of providing a full-time fire department 
for the city. 

When Mayor Alan Lambert entered office in 
2001, one of the first things on his agenda was to 
continue the previous administrations vision of get¬ 
ting a full time fire department up and running, he 
said. 

In years past, the City of Romulus has only 
relied on a paid-on-call operation to provide fire 
and emergency services to residents. “But, it was 
time for a vital change,’’ said Lambert 

“The city is taking the necessary steps to having 
a fully-functional fire department,” said Tom Ellis, 
community liaison officer. “With the addition of six 
new fire fighters the city is well on its way to ensur¬ 
ing safety and adequate response time to its resi¬ 
dents.” 

According to Fire Chief David Allison, “We cur¬ 
rently have six new fire fighters with plans to hire 


two more.” 

Allison, who has been with the City of Romulus 
since 1979, began his career as a paid on call fire¬ 
men for the city. Allison took over as chief in 1996 
and since then he has worked closely with other 
city officials to get the Romulus Fire Department 
up to speed, he said. 

According to Allison,-the six new fire fighters are 
in place and receiving the proper training neces¬ 
sary to become full time fire fighters. The new fire 
fighters are: Neal Allgood, Dylan Balluf, Andrew 
Ellis, John Fauls, Jason Pittman and Matthew 
Wilhide. 

Allgood, 28 joined the Romulus Fire 
Department on a full-time basis on July 8. Before 
he came on board full time he was a paid on call 
fireman for Romulus. Prior to that, Allgood worked 
with the Brownstown Tbwnship Fire Department 
for two years. 

Balluff, 30, joined Romulus paid on call in 
August 2002 and became full time June 26. Balluff 
served Inkster and Highland Park as an auxiliary

City officials praise 
response to blackout

Monday morning, signs at 
Romulus City Hall still read 
‘Please do not drink the water,’ 
just one of the lasting 
reminders of the enormous 
blackout last week 

“Romulus residents are to 
be commended for their calm 
and reserve,” said Mayor Alan 
Lambert 

Romulus residents managed 
to survive the biggest blackout 
in history 
and, accord¬ 
ing to city 
o ffi c i a 1 s, 
except for a 
few minor 
mishaps, 
passed this 
massive test 
with flying 
colors, 

Lambert said. 

“We immediately went into 
action to get all our emergency 
response teams into place,” 
said Lambert 

“Everything worked the way 
it should have,” agreed 
Romulus Public Safety 
Director Charles Kirby. 

Even though, the main tele¬ 
phone system went down dur¬ 
ing the blackout and city offices 
were unable to make or receive 
calls, the 911 system worked 
properly and never went down 
during the blackout, he said. 

‘We began to locate and call 
in our police and firefighters so 
they would be in place to han¬ 
dle anything that might occur” 

According to Kirby the city 
only experienced minor inci¬ 
dents here and there, but there 
was nothing major for the city 
to deal with during the crisis, 
he said 


“We had a couple of minor 
fires and, according to some 
reports, the GM Powertrain 
plant located on Ecorse Road 
blew a transformer, but no one 
was injured and the few 
employees that were there, 
were sent home without inci¬ 
dent,” said Kirby. 

The city extended the shifts 
of fire fighters and police offi¬ 
cers, according to Kirby. Those 
already on duty where encour¬ 
aged to stay to lend a hand 
where necessary, he said. 

“The city 
also opened 
an emer¬ 
gency shel¬ 
ter for resi¬ 
dents at Fire 
Station Four 
located on 
Eureka 
Road,” said 
Kirby. 

“City residents could come 
in and get cool and converse 
with personnel and feel safe,” 
Kirby added. 

According to officials, 
power was restored sporadical¬ 
ly throughout the city 

Two places that received 
power in the early stages of the 
restoration were the B.P gas 
station located on Middleblelt 
and the Mobil Oil gas station 
located at Wayne and Goddard 
roads. 

“There was some pushing 
and shoving when gas lines got 
too long and people got impa¬ 
tient, but no one was hurt or 
injured,” Kirby said. 

He said local business 
chipped in to the effort too. 

“Area businesses offered 
their help to city fire fighters 
and police officers by providing 
water and food during the 
blackout” he said. 
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Romulus residents are to

CHANGES ARE MADE IN DETERMINATIONS OF 
BASE FLOOD ELEVATIONS FOR THE TOWNSHIP 
OF CANTON, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN UNDER 
THE NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE PROGRAM 


On September 2, 1981, the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) identi¬ 
fied Special Flood Hazard Areas (SFHAs) in the Township of Canton, Michigan 
through issuance of a Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM). The Federal Insurance and 
Mitigation Administration has determined that modification of the elevations of the 
flood having a 1% chance of being equaled or exceeded in any given year (base or 
100-year flood) for certain locations in this community is appropriate. The modified 
Base Flood Elevations (BFEs) revise the FIRM for the community. 


The changes are being made pursuant to Section 206 of the Flood Disaster Protection 
Act of 1973 (Public Law 93-234) and are in accordance with the National Flood 
Insurance Act of 1968, as amended (Title XIII of the Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1968, Public Law 90-448), 42 U.S.C. 4001-4128, and 44 CFR 
Part 65. 


A hydraulic analysis was performed to incorporate new topographic data, fill in the 
floodplain, and a new culvert, and has resulted in a revised delineation of the flood¬ 
way and FHA, and lower BFEs for Fellows Creek between Cherry Hill Road and 
Interstate 275. The BFES along Hustin Drain are controlled by these revised BFEs 
for Fellows Creek. The table below indicates existing and modified BFEs for select¬ 
ed locations along the affected lengths of the flooding sources cited above.

Under the above-mentioned Acts of 1968 and 1973, the Federal Insurance and 
Mitigation Administration must develop criteria for floodplain management. For the 
community to participate in the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP), the com¬ 
munity must use the modified BFEs to administer the floodplain management mea¬ 
sures of the NFIP. These modified BFEs will also be used to calculate the appropri¬ 
ate flood insurance premium rates for new buildings and their contents and tor the 
second layer of insurance on existing buildings and contents. 


Upon the second publication of notice of these changes in this newspaper, any person 
has 90 days in which he or she can request, through the Chief Executive Officer ot 
the community, that the Federal Insurance and Mitigation Administration reconsider 
the determination. Any request for reconsideration must be based on knowledge of 
changed conditions or new scientific or technical data. All interested parties are on 
notice that until the 90-day period elapses, the Federal Insurance and Mitigation 
Administration’s determination to modify the BFEs may itself be changed.

First Step domestic violence crisis center seeking volunteeis

The western suburbs are often 
perceived as a tranquil place 
where there is little violence and 
crime, but that isn’t true, accord¬ 
ing to Shareia Carter, assault 
response/volunteer coordinator 
for First Step, the Western Wayne 
County Project on Domestic and 
Sexual Violence. 

“There is a need (for our ser¬ 


vices),” said Carter. “It’s real.” 

According to Carter, First Step 
assisted 7,608 people in 2002. 
Although most victims were 
women, First Step also helped 
men and children. 

First Step is a non-profit orga¬ 
nization designed to help people 
who are victims of domestic and 
sexual abuse, she said. 

Services offered include a 24- 
hour hotline, a shelter for vic¬ 
tims, and non-residential coun¬ 


seling through two offices of First 
Step. 

First Step operates through 
donations, grants and fundrais¬ 
ers. It also depends heavily on 
volunteers and is currently seek¬ 
ing new volunteers to fill the 
ranks. 

‘This is an ongoing program, 
so we have an ongoing need for 
volunteers,” said Carter “There 
is no limit for volunteers.” 

Tasks for volunteers are var¬ 


ied and may include everything 
from performing clerical tasks to 
accompanying victims to court 
Volunteers may also man the cri¬ 
sis line, help with support 
groups, and provide assault 
response support to victims in 
the hospital. 

“We will teach the volunteers 
everything they need to know,” 
Carter said. “We will teach them 
what to say” 

There is a volunteer training 


session scheduled for Sept. 6. 
Interested men and women over 
the age of 18 should call (734) 416-

Shining liihts 

It must have been a strange feeling for local elected officials when 
the power abruptly went out Thursday afternoon. 

Here was a situation that affected virtually every aspect of the com¬ 
munity - there was no electricity, no water in many cases, a possibility 
of sewer back ups - several mini crises all rolled up into one event 

And it affected everyone. Neighboring communities were in the 
same boat so mutual aid wasn’t likely. 

How did they respond? By rolling up their sleeves, getting to work 
and solving one problem at a time. 

In short they responded as best they could and they deserve acco¬ 
lades for the way they solved the many minor problems that occurred. 

City and township leaders said they were pleased with the way 
their respective staff members handled the situation. Sure, in many 
cases, it’s what they’re paid to do - to be there when things go wrong, 
put them right again and help out us regular Joes in the meantime. 

In Northville Township, staff members volunteered to stay on the 
job, came in to work when they didn’t have to and generally pitched in 
to help out It was the same story in municipalities all around western 
Wayne County. They responded with professionalism and in many 
cases, good cheer 

Many businesses chipped in with the effort too, and that was 
important There was no power and no water, yet these workers still 
had to eat while they worked tim'd double and triple shifts. Places like 
The Plymouth Marketplace were there to help out, owners Jim and 
Mark Tanski making sure that crews had sandwiches to eat and cold 
bottled water to drink 

Awrey’s Bakery provided the City of Wayne with a refrigerator 
truck that, if worse came to worst, could have been used to store 
frozen foods. It also kept crucial medical supplies, like insulin, cold. 
There was no way to tell citizens of this donation, though, other than 
through the many police patrols that went through neighborhoods - 
officers told residents through their loudspeakers that the free ice and 
water was available, and where to go to find it 

Throughout the experience, which some labeled a catastrophe and 
others an inconvenience, the general public comported themselves 
well, too. 

There were a few instances of reported silliness - fist fights over 
gas at stations in Romulus, Inkster and Wayne - as well as a few cases 
where youths took advantage of the darkness and the lack of burglary 
alarms to break into stores and cause general mischief. 

All in all, though, the police departments reported a relative calm 
time during the blackout 

Many made the most of it They went on walks through their neigh¬ 
borhoods. They spent quality time with their families. They talked 
over candlelight They enjoyed the silence, the peace, the relative 
tranquility of subdivisions and cities without the ever-present hum of 
electronic devices or air-conditioning units. They looked at the night 
sky, and were amazed. 

This brief ordeal gave many people a chance to put some things 
into perspective, reflect on the reliance our society has to our modem 
entrapments, and perhaps gain a new sense of empathy for those who 
deal with these types of issues for days and weeks at a time. 

It’s encouraging to know that when an incident like this occurs, 
however major or minor it may seem to us as individuals, it’s treated 
with the utmost seriousness by those in our local governments. 

It’s also somewhat reassuring to know that most of us can handle 
these issues without panicking, causing troubles for others or under¬ 
mining the tasks of our public officials. 

It may have taken a wide-spread blackout for some of us to talk to 
neighbors we hadn’t conversed with in months, or ask about family 
issues, or get reacquainted with our loved ones. But it’s also evident 
that we’re all aware that we are a part of the greatest community in 
the world, whether the lights are on or not 
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‘Powerful’ lessons learned 


I was in the middle of a conversation with 
Colleen Brown, organizer of the craft show at the 
Plymouth Fhll Festival, when the power went out 
Thursday and took the electronic phones at the 
Journal with it 

T\vo hours later, I wandered in a sort of slack- 
jawed bemusement at how unprepared I was for 
the catastrophe that was slowly unfolding across a 
great majority of the eastern U.S. No bottled water, 
although I had nearly a dozen empty plastic bottles. 
No batteries for the radio. Another of my mileage 
experiments had left only fumes in my gas tank 

Oops. 

My first reaction wasn’t to rush out to the store to 
buy those things, though. I never expected the 
blackout to last as long as it did, which to fellow 
Wayne residents was a scant 20 hours. 

In fact, although I used the word catastrophe 
earlier, I used it loosely, because in many parts of 
the world five prospect of going that long without 
electricity is nothing to worry about A part of me 
just looked at it like camping, only with a really 
sturdy tent 

Still its funny the kinds of things we learn about 
ourselves - and others - during these times of 
inconveniences. 

I learned that there are plenty of people out 
there that don’t know how to react when a stoplight 
is black, even if there is a portable stop sign put up 
in the intersection. I was almost creamed four 
times when some jackass blew through an intersec¬ 
tion after I had stopped, looked both ways three 
times, and proceeded cautiously ahead. (Three of 
the four, by the way, were talking on cell phones). 

I learned there are a lot of people who willing to 
jump to the worst conclusions, first. I know that 
when terrorists attacked our country on Sept 11, 
2001, that terrible tragedy changed the way we 
looked at a lot of things. It was still a little disheart¬ 
ening, though, to hear so many people quickly think 
the blackout was the result of another attack; two 



years ago it would have been 
the furthest thing from our 
minds. 

I learned that without the near constant hums of 
air-conditioners, the glare of streetlights or the muf¬ 
fled sounds of televisions, my quiet neighborhood 
was positively serene at night The night sky was 
spectacular. 

And I learned that the minor inconveniences 
lasted longer than our 20-hour ‘ordeal.’ Take for 
instance, when I took my son, Henry, down to 
Attwood Park Sunday evening. 

After he ran around there for about half an hour, 
he spotted the ice cream truck parked in the lot 

After perusing the colorful menu board, he 
decided on an Incredible Hulk Popsicle, a green 
thing that tasted vaguely of cherries and melted so 
fast the poor boy only had a few mouthfuls before 
his hands and face were coated with green goo. 

Henry is as messy, if not more so, than any other 
30-month old boy, but he doesn’t like having a sticky 
face or hands. So we promptly headed to the bath¬ 
room where, because there was still a boil water 
advisory at the time, the sinks and the water foun¬ 
tains were dry. 

“Well, we’ll have to go home and clean up, 
buddy,” I told him, and lured him back into the 
wagon with the promise of a bike ride. 

That wasn’t fast enough for him, though. He 
thought he could wipe the fast-drying goop off on 
the grass and rubbed his little palms on the ground 
outside the bathroom. 

When he pulled them up, they were coated with 
grass clippings and he gave a little cry of alarm. 
Well, little for him, anyway. 

“Hey, you ate the Hulk and then turned into the 
Swamp Thing,” I told him, but he didn’t get the 
other comic book reference. 

All in all, though, I was impressed with the way 
the community handled this minor crisis. Well, 
except for those four clueless drivers....

Plymouth Township Police 
arrested a 56-year-old township 
man last week and charged him 
with possession of child pornog¬ 
raphy.

They found 
hundreds of pictures of pre-teen 
girls engaged in sex acts with 
adults. Investigators believe they 
were downloaded from the 
World Wide Web. 

Police returned to the home 
with a search warrant but didn’t 
find anything other than the con¬ 
tents of the computer, according 
to Tideringtoa 


Barrie faces four years in 
prison for each of the four counts 
of possession. His preliminary 
examination is set for Aug. 22 at 
the 35th District Court 

“Some people may think he’s 
doing this in the privacy of his 
own home and not hurting any¬ 
one and not think it’s a big deal,” 
Tiderington said. “But these peo¬ 
ple are facilitating the exploita¬ 
tion of children by making it a 
viable market” 

Tiderington said that each pic¬ 
ture could provide the basis for 
additional charges, and police 
are looking into other matters 
concerning the suspect as well. 
He said that anyone with any 
more information should call the 
department at (734) 453-3869.

Detroit Gold Cup boat race revived by Plymouth auto dealer

When high-powered hydro¬ 
plane boats thunder up and 
down the Detroit River this 
weekend, it will be in part 
because one local auto dealer got 
involved. 

Jim Schebil, owner of Fox 
Hills Chrysler/Jeep in Plymouth 
Township, said the venerable 
race was nearly sunk when he 
persuaded other auto dealers 
and the Daimler Chrysler Corp. 
to get involved.

“It was going south because of 
the debt incurred by the 
Thunderfest people,” he said. 

Schebil persuaded Tom 
D’Eath, a three-time winner of 
the Gold Cup Race, to under¬ 
write the project D’Eath, who 
was given the title of ‘Mr 
Hydroplane’ by PowerBoat 
Magazine, brought a wealth of 
history and knowledge into race. 
He became the front man for the 
Detroit River Regatta Assoc¬ 
iation (DRRA). 

“The Chrysler Jeep Super¬ 
stores asked if I would be inter¬ 
ested in consulting with a new 
organization to conduct the 
Detroit Gold Cup,” D’Eath said. 
“I told them I’d rather conduct 
the race myself, and they liked 
what they heard. It all happened 
in less than 48 hours.” 

In fact, the organization of the 
annual race was all rather last 
minute, according to SchebiL He 
said they only had seven weeks to 
draw everything together. 

The Gold Cup race is the high¬ 
light of a weekend of powerboat 
racing that takes place from Aug. 
21-24 on the Detroit International 
Water Speedway Course near 


Belle Isle. The Gold Cup race 
takes place on Sunday. 

Schebil said once the key play¬ 
ers came together, the rest of the 
event came together with relative 
ease, though. 

“Things are going a lot 
smoother this time around,” he 
said. “We still had a lot of volun¬ 
teers that helped out with the old 
group. There are a lot of people 


with passion about this.” 

The Gold Cup Race falls 
under the broad umbrella of the 
American Power Boat 
Association (APBA). The Gold 
Cup is the oldest awarded trophy 
in motor sports. The race is in its 
99th year. 

Chrysler Jeep Superstores is 
one of the main sponsors of the 
event, according to Schebil. 


They’ll have a boat in the race - 
Miss Chrysler Jeep, a 30-foot 
long 15-foot wide blazing yellow 
boat with 2,700 horse power - 
piloted by Mark Weber, a former¬ 
ly retired racer from St Clair 
Schebil said they’d sponsored 
boats for the past eight years.

“There is nothing worse than receiving 
a phone call from a parent who has lost a 
child to a drunk driver,” said Jenny 
Lozano,.chapter director for Wayne 
County Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
(MADD). “They are just devastated.” 

If Lozano had her way, there would be 
no need for MADD. 

“We just want everyone safe,” said 
Lozano, who lost her 18-year-old son, Alex, 
to a drunk driver in 1988. “We aren’t saying 
‘don’t drink’. We’re saying that if you do 
drink, find a safe way home.” 

Lozano and her MADD chapter mem¬ 
bers are organizing the 4th Annual 
Motorcycle Ride Sept 6 to benefit MADD, 
Wayne County. Lozano anticipates that the 
ride will generate about $5,000 for the 
organization. Monies will be used for vic¬ 
tim services and for materials for public 
awareness.

Members of the Northville Arts 
Commission (NAC) have a high profile 
location in mind for their next downtown 
sculpture. 

Ken Naigus, chairperson of the NAC, 
said he’d like to see a sculpture in a signif¬ 
icant entry point to the downtown area - 
specifically at the comer of Main and 
Hutton streets. There’s a small circular 
plaza there that often draws pedestrians 
to the available benches, he said. 

He asked members of the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) what they 
thought of the idea at their last meeting 
last week 

“We’d certainly like your input,” he told 
the board. 

Naigus also wanted to know what type 
of budget he should pursue if the DDA 
board was willing to have a sculpture 
placed there. He asked the DDA for some 
funding to help make the project happen. 

There is precedent for the DDA to par¬ 
ticipate in the downtown sculpture plan, 
according to DDA Director Lori Ward. She 
said the DDA contributed to the fund that 
brought the Treble Clef sculpture to the 
plaza near the downtown band shell. 

She said the DDA has a regular budget 
item for those types of projects. The funds 
for the Treble Clef came from the down¬ 
town furnishings budget, where the DDA 
has up to $15,000 to spend each year 

‘There could be other sources we could 
look at, as well,” she said. 

Naigus said the foim for the sculpture 
is completely up in the air, as well. He said 
he’d like to see some form of fountain in 
the plaza, providing that it was artistic 
enough to work all year round. 

“You want something that is aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing, so that when you shut the 
water off, it’ll still look nice,” he said. 

He also said there should be safety con¬ 
cerns incorporated into the sculpture, like 
rounded edges. Although they aren’t 


allowed to, there are still children who 
play on the Treble Clef sculpture by the 
band shell. 

The DDA board members were recep¬ 
tive to the concept of more sculptures 
spread throughout the downtown and, 
eventually, the entire community. 

“Like anything else, I think it depends 
on the exact piece and the ultimate price,”

said Mayor Christopher Johnson. 

Naigus said he would proceed with the 
plan slowly, but surely. The next step, he 
said, would be to take the plan to the 
Northville City Council. 

“If the city council doesn’t want a piece 
there, then I don’t want to go though all the 
energy to find a sculptor,” he said. 

When the NAC commissioned the first 
sculpture, Naigus said he wanted it to be 
the first in a series of sculptures in key 
spots throughout the community. The NAC 
established a fund-raising committee to 
generate donations to pay for additional 
pieces of art 

‘There are many small spots that would 
be nice spots for sculptures, over time,” he 
said. “Our program is long-term.” 

Although the first sculpture cost the 
commission $20,000, Naigus said he didn’t 
think any other pieces would cost that 
much. He said he intended that one to be 
the largest all along 

The $15,000 figure proposed by the 
DDA would probably fit the plan nicely. 

“I think we could work with that figure 
as an upper limit and see what we could 
do,” Naigus said. “I think we could make it 
work. There are a lot of sculptors in our 
community, and I’m talking to some of 
theml know.”

A special subcommittee in the State House of 
Representatives began deliberations last week to 
consolidate state human resources practices. This 
plan could save millions of taxpayers’ dollars and 
improve the efficiency in state government, accord¬ 
ing to state Rep. Phil LaJoy (R-Canton). 

LaJoy who has more than 35 years of experience 
in human resources, is leading the effort He is 
chair of the subcommittee and will introduce the 
legislation to create one human resources division 
within the state Department of Management and 
Budget, he said. 

The House Employment Relations, Training and 
Safety Subcommittee had its first meeting to take 
testimony from state department officials regarding 
policies, practices, effectiveness and efficiencies of 
their human resources departments. 

“We’re taking a deliberative approach to ensure 
the utmost efficiency in state resources,” said 
LaJoy.

Wayne to be part of ‘World’s Longest Garage Sale’ next week

Anyone looking for a bargain 
might want to visit Michigan 
Avenue this weekend. 

Plans are in the works to put 
on a garage sale there. A really 
long one, according to Sally J. 
Carpenter, extension educator of 
the Michigan’s Longest Garage 
Sale. 

The garage sale stretches 
along U.S. 12 from Niles to 
Detroit, about 209 miles of poten¬ 
tial bargains. It will take place 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday 
and Sunday. 

“By all indications this will be 
the largest garage sale to hit 


Michigan,” Carpenter said. 

The City of Wayne is one of the 
communities highlighted in the 
event, but Donna McEachem, 
executive director of the Wayne 
Chamber of Commerce, said she 
only received notification about 
it recently, and hasn’t had much 
chance to drum up publicity. 

“I’ve had other things on my 
mind recently,” said McEachem, 
whose husband, Barry, recently 
underwent heart surgery. 

McEachem said she’s been in 
contact with some businesses 
and planned to make an appeal 
at the Wayne City Council. 

The city council has to 
approve of the idea before mer¬ 
chants or residents can take their 


wares out along the busy road¬ 
way. 

She said she thought the idea 
was a good one. 

“I think it would be a neat 
thing for the community that can 
draw people in from miles and 
miles away,” she said. “It could 
bring a lot of people out” 

She said the idea for the sale 
dates back several years, when 
Wayne County officials wanted to 
develop Heritage Trails that 
would draw the many municipal¬ 
ities in the county together. 
Wayne is a part of two such her¬ 
itage trails, one concerning the 
Rouge River and the other con¬ 
cerning Michigan Avenue. 

The Rouge River trail has 


received more publicity, and 
attention, since Wayne became a 
part of the extended heritage 
trails. 

That’s changing, in part 
because of the Ford Centennial 
Celebration, which has piggy¬ 
backed on the historical educa¬ 
tion efforts. 

Last month, the city and sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods were 
treated to a long parade of Model 
T cars, McEachem said. 

The concept for the garage 
sale is similar to the Sidewalk 
Sales recently organized in the 
city, she said. 

It allows merchants to move 
some of their merchandise out 
near the street to attract passing 


motorists or pedestrians. 

The garage sale is open to res- 
idents along the road, too, 
though, and it involves more than 
one community, McEachem said. 

“If you can get every commu¬ 
nity, or parts of every community 
along U.S. 12 to get involved, 
you’ve got a winner,” she said. 

The late notice may minimize 
the participation of Wayne 
businesses and residents this 
year, but the event will return 
next year, too, according to 
McEachem 

“I hope to work on it so we can 
get a lot more people involved 
next year,” she said. “I fully 
intend make the best use of it 
then It’s a cool thing.”

RESOLUTION USE OF RIGHT OF WAY FOR 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS ORDINANCE 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, HEREBY 
ORDAINS: 

Sec. 1 Purpose. 

The purposes of this ordinance is to regulate access to and ongoing use of public 
nghts-of-way by telecommunications providers for their telecommunications facilities 
while protecting the public health, safety, and welfare and exercising reasonable con¬ 
trol of the public rights-of-way in compliance with the Metropolitan Extension 
Telecommunications Rights-of-Way Oversight Act (Act No. 48 of the Public Acts of 
2002) (“Act”) and other applicable law, and to ensure that the City qualifies for distrib¬ 
utions under the Act by modifying the fees charged to providers and complying with 
the Act. 

Sec. 2 Conflict. 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed in such a manner as to conflict with the 
Act or other applicable laws and ordinances. 

Sec. 3 Terms Defined. 

The terms used in this ordinance shall have the following meanings: 

Act means the Metropolitan Extension Telecommunications Rights-of-Way Oversight 
Act (Act No. 48 of the Public Acts of 2002), as amended from time to time. 

City means the City of Romulus. 

City Council means the City Council of the City of Romulus, or its designee. This 
Section does not authorize delegation of any decision or function that is required by 
Jaw to be made by the City Council. 

Mayor means the City Mayor or his or her designee. 

City Clerk means the City Clerk or his or her designee. 

City Treasurer means the City Treasurer or his or her designee. 

Permit means a non-exclusive permit issued pursuant to the Act and this ordinance to a 
telecommunications provider to use the public rights-of-way in the City for its 
telecommunications facilities. 

All other terms used in this ordinance shall have the same meaning as defined or as 
provided in the Act, including without limitation the following: 

Authority means the Metropolitan Extension Telecommunications Rights-of-Way 
Oversight Authority created pursuant to Section 3 of the Act. 

MPSC means the Michigan Public Service Commission in the Department of 
Consumer and Industry Services, and shall have the same meaning as the term 
“Commission” in the Act. 

Person means an individual, corporation, partnership, association, governmental entity, 
or any other legal entity. 

Public Right-of-Way means the area on, below, or above a public roadway, highway, 
street, alley, easement or waterway. Public right-of-way does not include a federal, 
state, or private right-of-way. 

Telecommunication Facilities or Facilities means the equipment or personal property, 
such as copper and fiber cables, lines, wires, switches, conduits, pipes, and sheaths, 
which are used to or can generate, receive, transmit, carry, amplify, or provide 
telecommunication services or signals. Telecommunication facilities or facilities do not 
include antennas, supporting structures for antennas, equipment shelters or houses, and 
any ancillary equipment and miscellaneous hardware used to provide federally 
licensed commercial mobile service as defined in section 332(d) of part I of title 111 of

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the communications act of 1934, chapter 652, 48 Stat. 1064, 47 U.S.C. 332 and further 
defined as commercial mobile radio service in 47 CFR 20.3, and service provided by 
any wireless, two-way communication device. 

Telecommunications Provider, Provider and Telecommunications Services mean those 
terms as defined in Section 102 of the Michigan telecommunications act, 1991 PA 179, 
MCL 484.2102. Telecommunication provider does not include a person or an affiliate 
of that person when providing a federally licensed commercial mobile radio service-as 
defined in Section 332(d) of part I of the communications act of 1934, chapter 652, 48 
Star. 1064, 47 U.S.C. 332 and further defined as commercial mobile radio service in 
47 CFR 20.3, or service provided by any wireless, two-way communication device. 
For the purpose of the Act and this ordinance only, a provider also includes all of the 
following: 

(a) A cable television operator that provides a telecommunications service. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided by the Act, a person who owns telecommunica 
tion facilities located within a public right-of-way. 

(c) A person providing broadband internet transport access service. 

Sec. 4 Permit Required. 

(a) Pennit Required. Except as otherwise provided in the Act, a telecommunications 
provider using or seeking to use public rights-of-way in the City for its telecommuni¬ 
cations facilities shall apply for and obtain a permit pursuant to this ordinance. 

(b) Application. Telecommunications providers shall apply for a permit on an applica¬ 
tion form approved by the MPSC in accordance with Section 6(1) of the Act. A 
telecommunications provider shall file one copy of the application with the City Clerk, 
and one copy with the City Attorney. Upon receipt, the City Clerk shall make copies of 
the application and distribute a copy to Mayor and Council. Applications shall be com¬ 
plete and include all information required by the Act, including without limitation a 
route map showing the location of the provider’s existing and proposed facilities in 
accordance with Section 6(5) of the Act. 

(c) Confidential Information. If a telecommunications provider claims that any portion 
of the route maps submitted by it as part of its application contain trade secret, propri¬ 
etary, or confidential information, which is exempt, from the Freedom of Information 
Act, 1976 PA 442, MCL 15.231 to 15.246, pursuant to Section 6(5) of the Act, the 
telecommunications provider shall prominently so indicate on the face of each map. 

(d) Application Fee. Except as otherwise provided by the Act, the application shall be 
accompanied by a one-time non-refundable application fee in the amount of $500.00. 

(e) Additional Information. The City Clerk may request an applicant to submit such 
additional information which the City Clerk deems reasonably necessary or relevant. 
The applicant shall comply with all such requests in compliance with reasonable dead¬ 
lines for such additional information established by the City Clerk. If the City and the 
applicant cannot agree on the requirement of additional information requested by the 
City, the City or the applicant shall notify the MPSC as provided in Section 6(2) of the 
Act. 

(f) Previously Issued Permits. Pursuant to Section 5(1) of the Act, authorizations or 
permits previously issued by the City under Section 251 of the Michigan telecommu¬ 
nications act, 1991 PA 179, MCL 484.2251 and authorizations or permits issued by the 
City to telecommunications providers prior to the 1995 enactment of Section 251 of 
the Michigan telecommunications act but after 1985 shall satisfy the permit require¬ 
ments of this ordinance. 

(g) Existing Providers. Pursuant to Section 5(3) of the Act, within 180 days from 
November 1, 2002, the effective date of the Act, a telecommunications provider with 
facilities located in a public right-of-way in the City as of such date, that has not previ¬ 
ously obtained authorization or a permit under Section 251 of the Michigan telecom¬ 
munications act, 1991 PA 179, MCL 484.2251, shall submit to the City an application 
for a permit in accordance with the requirements of this ordinance. Pursuant to Section 
5(3) of the Act, a telecommunications provider submitting an application under this 
subsection is not required to pay the $500.00 application fee required under subsection*, 
(d) above. A provider under this subsection shall be given up to an additional 180 days" 
to submit the permit application if allowed by the Authority, as provided in Section 
5(4) of the Act. 

Sec. 5 Issuance of Permit. 

(a) Approval or Denial. The authority to approve or deny an application for a permit is 
hereby delegated to the City Mayor. Pursuant to Section 15(3) of the Act, the City 
Mayor shall approve or deny an application for a permit within forty-five (45) days 
from the date a telecommunications provider files an application for a permit under 
Section 4(b) of this ordinance for access to a public right-of-way within the City. 
Pursuant to Section 6(6) of the Act, the City Mayor shall notify the MPSC when the 
City Mayor has granted or denied a permit, including information regarding the date 
on which the application was filed and the date on which permit was granted or 
denied. The City Clerk shall not unreasonably deny an application for a permit. 

(b) Form of Permit. If an application for permit is approved by the City Mayor, the 
City Clerk shall issue the permit in the form approved by the MPSC, with or without 
additional or different permit terms, in accordance with Sections 6(1), 6(2) and 15 of 
the Act. 

(c) Conditions. Pursuant to Section 15(4) of the Act, the City Mayor may impose con¬ 
ditions on the issuance of a permit, which conditions shall be limited to the telecom¬ 
munications provider’s access and usage of the public right-of-way. 

(d) Bond Requirement. Pursuant to Section 15(3) of the Act, and without limitation on 
subsection (c) above, the City Mayor may require that a bond be posted by the 
telecommunications provider as a condition of the permit. If a bond is required, it shall 
not exceed the reasonable cost to ensure that the public right-of-way is returned to its 
original condition during and after the telecommunications providers access and use. 

Sec. 6 Construction/Engineering Permit. 

A telecommunications provider shall not commence construction upon, over, across, 
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or under the public rights-of-way in the City without first obtaining a construction or 
engineering permit as required under chapter 32, Article III of this Code, as amended, 
for construction within the public rights-of-way. No fee shall be charged for such a 
construction or engineering permit. 

Sec. 7 Conduit or Utility Poles. 

Pursuant to Section 4(3) of the Act, obtaining a permit or paying the fees required 
under the Act or under this ordinance does not give a telecommunications provider a 
right to use conduit or utility poles. 

Sec. 8 Route Maps. 

Pursuant to Section 6(7) of the Act, a telecommunications provider shall, within 90 
days after the substantial completion of construction of new telecommunications facil¬ 
ities in the City, submit route maps showing the location of the telecommunications 
facilities to both the MPSC and to the City. The route maps should be in paper format 
unless and until the MPSC determines otherwise, in accordance with Section 6(8) of 
the Act. 

Sec. 9 Repair of Damage. 

Pursuant to Section 15(5) of the Act, a telecommunications provider undertaking an 
excavation or construction or installing telecommunications facilities within a public 
right-of-way or temporarily obstructing a public right-of-way in the City, as authorized 
by a permit, shall promptly repair all damage done to the street surface and all installa¬ 
tions under, over, below, or within the public right-of-way and shall promptly restore 
the public right-of-way to its preexisting condition. 

Sec. 10 Establishment and Payment of Maintenance Fee. 

In addition to the non-refundable application fee paid to the City set forth in subsec¬ 
tion 4(d) above, a telecommunications provider with telecommunications facilities in 
the City’s public rights-of-way shall pay an annual maintenance fee to the Authority 
pursuant to Section 8 of the Act. 

Sec. 11 Modification of Existing Fees. 

In compliance with the requirements of Section 13(1) of the Act, the City hereby modi¬ 
fies, to the extent necessary, any fees charged to telecommunications providers after 
November 1, 2002, the effective date of the Act, relating to access and usage of the 
public rights-of-way, to an amount not exceeding the amounts of fees and charges 
required under the Act, which shall be paid to the Authority. In compliance with the 
requirements of Section 13(4) of the Act, the City also hereby approves modification 
of the fees of providers with telecommunication facilities in public rights-of-way with¬ 
in the City’s boundaries, so that those providers pay only those fees required under 
Section 8 of the Act. The City shall provide each telecommunications provider affect¬ 
ed by the fee with a copy of this ordinance, in compliance with the requirement of 
Section 13(4) of the Act. To the extent any fees are charged telecommunications 
providers in excess of the amounts permitted under the Act, or which are otherwise 
inconsistent with the Act, such imposition is hereby declared to be contrary to the 
City’s policy and intent, and upon application by a- provider or discovery by the City, 
shall be promptly refunded as having been charged in error. 

Sec. 12 Savings Clause. 

Pursuant to Section 13(5) of the Act, if Section 8 of the Act is found to be invalid or 
unconstitutional, the modification of fees under Section 11 above shall be void from 
the date the modification was made. 

Sec. 13 Use of Funds. 

Pursuant Section 10(4) of the Act, all amounts received by the City from the Authority 
shall be used by the City solely for rights-of-way related purposes. In conformance 
with that requirement, all funds received by the City from the Authority shall be 
deposited into the Major Street Fund and/or the Local Street Fund maintained by the 
City under Act No. 51 of the Public Acts of 1951. 

Sec. 14 Annual Report. 

Pursuant to Section 10(5) of the Act, the City Mayor shall file an annual report with 
the Authority on the use and disposition of funds annually distributed by the Authority, 

Sec. 15 Cable Television Operators. 

Pursuant to Section 13(6) of the Act, the City shall not hold a cable television operator 
in default or seek any remedy for its failure to satisfy an obligation, if any, to pay after 
November 1, 2002, the effective date of this Act, a franchise fee or similar fee on that 
portion of gross revenues from charges the cable operator received for cable modem 
services provided through broadband internet transport access services. 

Sec. 16 Existing Rights. 

Pursuant to Section 4(2) of the Act, except as expressly provided herein with respect to 
fees, this ordinance shall not affect any existing rights that a telecommunications 
provider or the City may have under a permit issued by the City or under a contract 
between the City and a telecommunications provider related to the use of the public 
rights-of-way. 

Sec. 17 Compliance. 

The City hereby declares that its policy and intent in adopting this ordinance is to fully 
comply with' the requirements of the Act, and the provisions hereof should be con¬ 
strued in such a manner as to achieve that purpose. The City shall comply in all 
respects with the requirements of the Act, including but not limited to the following: 

(a) Exempting certain route maps from the Freedom of Information Act, 1976 PA 
442, MCL 15.231 to 15.246, as provided in Section 4(c) of this ordinance; 

(b) Allowing certain previously issued permits to satisfy the permit requirements 
hereof, in accordance with Section 4(0 of this ordinance; 

(c) Allowing existing providers additional time in which to submit an application for a

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Survivors of Inkster fire find refuge in Romulus

A fire that engulfed an 18-unit 
apartment building on the south 
side of Inkster has displaced 17 
families, many of which lost near¬ 
ly everything they owned. 

Inkster Fire Chief Michael 
Moore said the fire at Daitmouth 
Square near Colgate Street 
began at 5:30 am early on Sunday 
morning as most of the residents 
slept. The fire quickly gained 
momentum and when fire trucks 
airived minutes later, firefighters 
immediately rescued eight peo¬ 
ple clinging for life on an upstairs 
balcony said Lt Dwight Hines. 

One resident was treated at 
the scene for smoke inhalation 
and transported to an area hospi¬ 
tal, Hines said. There were no 
other injuries. 

“We’re just glad no one lost 
their life, that is the important 


part," Moore said. 

To respond to the fire, off-duty 
firefighters from Inkster were 
called in to assist on duty, for a 
total of eight firefighters. The 
first truck en route to the scene 
could see the flames from the 
Inkster Road station house and 
called for assistance from 
Dearborn Heights and Westland. 

Though the investigation is 
ongoing, Moore did say the fire 
began in a second floor apart¬ 
ment Flames then shot upward, 
destroying the roof and six third 
floor units. So far, arson does not 
appear to be factor in the fire. 
“We’re not looking at that at this 
point but we’re not ruling it out 
either" Moore said. 

One of the reasons the fire 
gained strength so quickly was 
that the building - a modular 
structure constructed in the mid- 
1970s - was not built with fire 
traps in the roofline, Moore said.

The lack of sprinklers could 
also have contributed to the dam¬ 
age, Moore said. 

“This isn't the first fire that 
I’ve been to at this complex,” he 
said. “I intend to talk to them 
about installing (sprinklers) as 
they work on reconstructing (the 
units).” 

Hines added that the building 
was up to code, and that sprin¬ 
klers were not required in apart¬ 
ment complexes in the 1970s. But

if a building undergoes remodel¬ 
ing of more than 50 percent of a 
building, current codes would be 
enforced, he added. 

Sonya Manners, the property 
manager at Dartmouth Square, is 
devastated by the fire but thank¬ 
ful that no one was hurl She is in 
the midst of gathering donations 
and relocating displaced resi¬ 
dents. “We’re working to find a 
place for everyone, and we have 
identified options for them," she 
said. 

Manners said that only three 
units in Daitmouth Square were 
vacant at the time of the fire. The 
property owner, PM First 
Management, is making available 
apartments at the Heatherwood 
Apartments in Inkster and the 
Concorde Club Apartments in 
Romulus. 


In the meantime, the Red 
Cross and the YMCA have pro¬ 
vided meal and hotel vouchers to 
help residents through the diffi¬ 
cult transition.

“The Red Cross are my 
angels," said Izella Hayes, who 
lived on the second floor of the 
complex with her daughter for 
only two months. “I’m going to 
volunteer after this .” 

Shawn Pitchford, a resident of 
the complex for six years, was 
overcome at the kindness shown 
by rescue personnel and relief 
workers. “Everyone was beauti¬ 
ful,” she said. ‘The firemen, the 
police, the Red Cross, they are 
my friends for life." 

“All of this is material, and can 
be replaced," Manners said. “But 
you can’t replace a human life."

permit, and excusing such providers from the $500 application fee, in accordance with 
Section 4(g) of this ordinance; 

(d) Approving or denying an application for a permit within forty-five (45) days from 
the date a telecommunications provider files an application for a permit for access to 
and usage of a public right-of-way within the City, in accordance with Section 5(a) of 
this ordinance; 

(e) Notifying the MPSC when the City has granted or denied a permit, in accor¬ 
dance with Section 5(a) of this ordinance; 

(f) Not unreasonably denying an application for a permit, in accordance with 
Section 5(a) of this ordinance; 

(g) Issuing a permit in the form approved by the MPSC, with or without additional 
or different permit terms, as provided in Section 5(b) of this ordinance; 

(h) Limiting the conditions imposed on the issuance of a permit to the telecommunica¬ 
tions provider’s access and usage of the public right-of-way, in accordance with 
Section 5(c) of this ordinance; 


this ordinance is adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court or administrative 

agency of competent jurisdiction, the unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not affect 
the constitutionality or validity of any remaining provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 20 Authorized City Officials.

Entertainment set for 48th Plymouth Fall Festival

Even FYed Sanderson, who is coordi¬ 
nating the headline entertainment for the 
Plymouth Fall Festival this year, admits 
that festival crowds can be a bit finicky. 

Sanderson, who also helps organize the 
concerts for the Downtown Fridays events 
in Plymouth, said that the music is always 
good, but the crowds 
sometimes aren’t 

“It’s a different set¬ 
ting,” he said. “Fall festi¬ 
val crowds are not there 
for the music, they’re 
there for the festival. 

The music is just a 
peripheral additive.” 

That’s one of the fac¬ 
tors that went into a 
called-back entertainment line up this 
year, according to Sanderson. The other 
was that the festival had less money to 
work with in the first place. 

Even so, he’s put together a variety of 
big acts for the main stage, he said. 

Plymouth resident Sara Lenore may 
provide a short warm up for the main 
attraction Friday night, he said. Luthor 
‘Badman’ Keith is set to perform from 6-9 
p.m. Sept 5, when the festival officially 
gets under way. 

“He’s a blues guy,” Sanderson said. 
“He’s really good. He’s hitting the circuit 
pretty hard right now.” 

Keith, a guitar player, takes the stage 
with The Badman Band, which consists of 


saxophonist James Payton, percussionist 
Milton ‘Heavyfoot’ Austin and bassist 
Darryl Lee. They’ve performed at a variety 
of venues throughout metro Detroit and 
beyond, including the Blues Fest 
International that took place earlier this 
year in Windsor, Ontario. 

Alexander Zonjic will return to the 
mam stage from 4-6 p.m. Saturday, Sept 6, 
according to Sanderson. It’s Zonjic’s third 
year with the festival 
and the crew he’s bring¬ 
ing along with him will 
lock up the entire stage 
for the full day, accord¬ 
ing to Sanderson. 

Zonjic suggested the 
4-6 p.m. time slot to 
Sanderson. Sanderson 
worked for Zonjic at 
one time, and knows the 
flutist is a marketing genius. 

“He thought we’d get a better crowd at 
4 p.m.,” he said. “He said when he per¬ 
formed at 6 p.m. in the past, it prohibited 
people from doing anything in the after¬ 
noon, and it prohibited them from doing 
anything that night” 

Sanderson said that Zonjic was bring¬ 
ing all of his own equipment with him, 
including his own concert sound system. 
The band used the fall festival system last 
year, and it still took them four hours to 
prepare for the show, according to 
Sanderson. That means he’ll lock up the 
main stage beginning at about noon. 

Zonjic’s show is such a good one, 
though, that it has virtually eliminated the 


prospect of anyone playing that night, 
Sanderson said. 

“We could probably put someone on 
after him, but nobody wants to,” 
Sanderson said. “Anything else would 
be anti-climatic.” 

The show may last beyond 6 p.m., 
however, because Zonjic is such a 
enthusiastic performer that he usual¬ 
ly extends his show, Sanderson said. 
“He’s the kind of guy you have to kick 
off the stage,” he said. 

Sunday, Joe Elder, who works 
with the festival, will begin the main 
stage entertainment at about noon, 
Sanderson said. 

After that, the Harry Stahl Band, 
another Detroit-area based rock 
and blues band, will perform. 

Those bands will take the stage 
from noon until 2 p.m. and from 2 
until 4 p.m. respectively, according 
to Sanderson. The final spot at the 
fall festival belongs to Lady Sunshine and 
the X Band. 

Those who attend the Downtown 
Fridays event will recognize this band, 
which features a big band sound and the 
dazzling vocals of Lady Sunshine. They’re 
regulars at the free concerts. 

“They’re the most underrated band in 
the city,” Sanderson said. “She’s as good as 
anybody.” 

Sanderson said finding people for the 
main stage isn’t a necessarily difficult 
proposition, even with less funding. 

“It’s good exposure,” he said. “Where 
else can you perform in front of a couple 


of thousand people?” 

The lineup on the second stage, howev¬ 
er, is going a little more slowly. Sanderson 
said the bulk of that line up - with tradi¬ 
tionally includes dancers from the Polish 
National Alliance, the Plymouth 
Community Band and a wide variety of 
others - had yet to be decided. 

Festival President Mark Baldwin said 
the stage wouldn’t stay empty for long 
There were plenty of groups that 
already expressed an interest 

“I don’t think we’ll have any lack of 
entertainment” he said.

Some young actors learned an 
old lesson last week; The show 
must go on. 

Thirteen young actors of the 
Spotlight Players Youth Theater 
took the stage at the Canton 
Summit on Saturday to perform 
the classic Free to Be...

ing lines and how to survive the 
long audition process. They also 
learned all of the music from 
Free to Be . . . You and Me and 
worked learned the choreogra¬ 
phy of the show. 

The actors, who are generally 
between the ages of 8 to 14 years 
old, also made their own shirts 
for the performance, Hass said. 

Not originally conceived as a 
play, Free to Be .. . You and Me 
was written actress Mario 
Thomas and several of her 
friends, including counter-cul¬ 
ture writer Kurt Vonnegut, chil¬ 
dren’s author Shel Silverstein 
and director Carl Reiner. The 
program, which appeared on 
television in 1974, consists of 
songs and skits that emphasize 
tolerance, friendship and diver¬ 
sity for young audiences. 

Some of the songs included in 
the production were William’s 
Doll, a song about a little boy 
who is teased because he would 
like a doll of his own; Parents are 
People, a song about respecting 
and understanding parents; and 
Glad to Have a Friend Like You. 

For the two-week Summer 
Youth Theater Camp, the pro¬ 
duction was easy to produce in 
part because it did not require
